So that our late Convention and Parliaments have 
fet up the faid Declaration of our Rights and Li- 
berties, with the Narrative of the late King Fames's 
Mifgovernment, as a Beacon for future Princes to 
beware of the like Practices, as they would notin- 
cur the like Fate. Befides, Roger, ‘I told him be- 
fore, that Laws againft'a coercive Power over Kings, 
fay nothing againita coercive Power over Tyrants ; 
for a King 1s one who’ governs according to Law,
